happens in. And after this Method and Order 1 ſhal| give a 
ſhort Judgment of this famous Lunar Eclipſe. 

The greater an Felipſe is, and the longer it dureth, the 
more eminent will the Effects be, and the longer before they 
end; for in the Moon, ſo many Hows it laſteth, ſo Many 
Months doth the Effects continue.

And Cardar 
writes thus in general Terms; vg. Some Eclipſes of the Lu- 
minaries, at the Time, or even before, they happen, raiſe 
Showers and Rain, others great Drougnts; ſome violent 
Winds, others Earthquakes; ſome Scarcity of the Fruits of 
the Earth, others terrible Fires.” In tort, when Eclipes 
Happen in Earthly Signs, they portend Barrenneſs and Scar. 
city, by reaſon of exceſſive Droughts, —When in watry Signs

The Planet h (as Aſtrologers ſay) is the greateſt Infor- 
tune, and an Enemy to Mankind, vg. to the Life and Nature 
of Man. And when he is the Ruler of an Eclipſe, as now, ke 
is generally the Cauſe of Corruptions, by reaſon of Cold : 
more properly he declares continued Diſcaſes in the Body of 
Men, as Waſtings, -Conſumptions, Fluxes, Quartan Agues, 
and ſuch Diſeaſes as arc hard to be cured. In the Air he 
cauſeth moſt. violent Colds, with tedious Froſty Weather, 
Cloudy and Peſtilent, Milty and Foggy, much Snow, more 
deſtructive than profitable, and ſometimes Overflowings of 
the Sea-banks, Inundations, and Corruption of Rivers. Upon 
the Earth a Scarcity of Corn and Fruits; and moſt Proviſions 
are dear; Graſs and Hay are deſtroyed by immoderate Rain, 
Hail, and furious Tempeſts. Aged Perſons are more afflict- 
ed, and die, than in former Years. With Envy and Malice 
amongſt Men, eſpecially thoſe of the vulgar Sort. This. 
Relipſe alſo ſignifies Alteration in Ceremonies, Hereſies and 
Schiſms in Religion, Detriment in the Revenues of Kings, 
Nobles, and Gentry of thoſe Kingdoms and Countries a 
the Sign the Ecliple falls in; alſo great Controverſies in th 
Cuſtoms, Laws, and Privileges of the People. : 
It is the Moon that ſuffers an Eclipſe; and ſhe is the ge- 
neral Significatrix of the common People, or the vulgar Sort, 
who muſt undoubtedly be concerned more or leſs in the 
Effects thereof. This Eclipſe begins in the 11th Houſe, 
near the Culp of the ſame, and ends in the gth near the Cuſp; 
whence it may be aftrologically conjectured, that there will 
not only ariſe many Debates concerning Rights and Privi- 
leges, as alſo Endeavours for a Confirmation and firm Set- 
tlement in Government, but we may likewiſe expect much 
Diſpute about Religion and Church Affairs. For there are 
zet amongſt us a Genera:ion of Men, who out of private 
Defigns will be too forward to promote and foment Fac- 
tion, to alyance themſelves and the whole Fraternity, 
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To conclude ; the exact Truth of 1 hings is only known 
to God: But it is yet lawful for us to enquire and to conjec. 
ture, though not with too much Confidence, nor yet altope. 
ther without Hope. Beſides, as that learned Knicht. Sir 
. Rawlcigh, ſaith, Lib. 1. SeR. 11. (with whoſe Words! 
ſhall conclude my Diſcourſe of theſe Eelipſes) © God, cy. 
trary to his merciful Nature, cannot be ſo unjuſt, as to bind 


us inevitably to the Deuinies or Influences of the Star; 


for there is no Inclination or Temptation ſo forceable which 
our humble Prayers and Deſires may not fruſtrate or break 
aſunder. We ſhould not, with the Heathen, bind God to ii; 
Creatures by a ſuppoſed Neceflity ; nor yet ſhould we rc 
thoſe beautiful Creatures (the Stars) of their Power and Of 
fices. The Stars are certainly Inſtruments of far greater 


Uſe than to give an obſcure Light, and for Men to gaze on | 


after Sun is ſet. Thoſe that ſay, they are ſignificant only, 
and net efficient, do thereby give them leſs than their Due, 
Lumen eſt umbra Dei, et Deus eſi lumen luminis.”
